it seems to be generally conceaed that 
there is no “common law” of tho United 
States to supply the defects of their legis 
lation, i113 most important that that legs 
lation should be as perfect as possible, 
defining cvely power intended to be cén 
ferred, every citme intended to be made 
punishable, and prescubing the punish 
ment to bo inflicted In addition to some 
paiticular cases spoken of more at length, 
tho whole criminal code is lamentably 
defective Some offenses are impe fectly 
described, and others are entnely omitted 
—so that flagrant crimes may be com 
mitted with impunity The scale of pun 
ishment 1s not in all cases graduated 
according to the degree and nature of the 
offense, and it 1s often rendered more un 
equal by the different modes of pumshment 
or penitentiary confinement, m the differ- 
ent States 

Many laws of a permanent character 
have been introduced into appropriation 
bills, and itis often dificult to determina 
whether the patticular clause expires with 
the temporary act of which it 1s a part, or 
continues in force It has also frequently 
happoned that enactments and pros (sioas 
of law havo been introduced into bils, 
with the tule or general subject of which 
they have little or no conection ot rela 
ton.

“may bedue” ‘I's constitutional pro- 
vision 1s equally obligatory upon the 
Legislative, the Executive, and Judiclal 
Departments of the Government, and upon 
every citizen of the United States 

Congiess, however, must, fiom neces- 
sity, first act upon the subject, by pie- 
sciibing the proceedings necessary to as- 
certain that the peison isa fugitive, and 
the means to be used for his restoration to 
the claimant ‘This was done by an act 
passed during the first term of President 
Washington, which was amended by that

“Tam informed by the passengers and 
officers of the schooner “Susan,” which 
has just anchored at this port, that on the 
26th of Decembor, while off Cape Flat.

ing of the H B Co’s brigatine “Una,” 
by the Cape Flattery tube of Indians 
The vessel, ıt seems, was stranded on the 
25th of Dee , and the passengers (among 
them three ladies) with their baggage
